ANNUAL PARISH MEETING 

The annual parish meeting of Bar Hill Parish v/as held 
on Tuesday 10th April in Bar Hill School. The Council 
was very pleased with the excellent attendance, v/hich 
nembered about 100, and would also like to thank Lyn 
Moss and Cynthia Mui^den for organising the refreshments. 
Mr Burton of Bar Hill Developments Ltd. gaye us d most 
interesting and informative talk on the developers 
plans for Bar Hill over the next two to three years, 
and Mr. Johnson of Tesco Stores explained, his company's 
plans for the proposed extensions to their store. 

There was ample opportunity for questions from the 
floor, and a wide-ranging discussion ensued. The 
Parish Council is still not happy about the. proposed 
extensions, and a joint letter will be sent to the 
District Council from the Parish Council and the 
Residents Association, setting out the village's 
objections to the scheme.
